Many people have an idea that plants must 
not bo cut back, no matter how straight and 
branchless they may grow. 1 read iu a pop 
ular periodical a protest from one of these 
people against cutting back fuchslaj, saying 
that "It was altogether wrong and injured 
the plants." 1 knew better. For several 
years we have cut back all fucAalaa that did 
not of themselves grow bushy. Abutilons 
are generally disposed to grow tall and 
branchless, and so whnn they are about ten 
inches in height we behead them about three 
inches. Directly two branchea start out, 
and when several inches grown we cut then, 
back. Two, sometimes three, branches start 
forthwith. 

Then we allow the plant to grow and bud 
until quite large, when we frequently do a 
little pruning. It is then that, by cutting 
back planta, we delay the blooming period, 
but when ltdoea come we have flowers on 
uore branches, instead of one 
st planta grown in the win- 
dow during tbe rdnter are apt to be tall and 
fragile aud need to be severely cut back in 
the spring.
